The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  communica- 
tions from  Grand  Lodges  and  miscellaneous  subjects, 
made  the  following  report,  which  was  concurred  in: 

That  they  have  hastily  examined  the  communications  from  the  Grand 
Lodges  of  Maine,  New  Hampshire,  Connecticut,  Rhode  Island,  New 
York,  New  Jersey,  Pennsylvania,  Kentucky,  Ohio,  Maryland,  Virginia, 
Georgia  and  Florida,  and  are  happy  to  learn  from  their  tenor  that  the 
cause  of  FREE-MASONRY  is  advancing;  and  in  no  section  is  a  greater 
zeal  and  activity  manifested,  than  in  those  where  an  unjust  warfare  has 
been  waged  against  it. 

Your  committee  find  nothing  in  those  communications  which  require 
the  especial  attention  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  except  a  resolution  on  the 
proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York,  extracted  from  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  G.  L.  of  Alabama,  proposing,  "  that  all  the  Grand 
Lodges  in  correspondence  with  the  Grand  Lodge  ot  Alabama,  be  re- 
quested to  elect  one  delegate,,  to  meet  in  general  convention  on  the  1st 
Monday  in  March,  1842,  in  the  city  of  Washington,  for  the  purpose  of 
determining  upon  a  uniform  mode  of  working,  throughout  all  the 
Lodges  of  the  United  States,  and  to  make  other  lawful  regulations  for 
the  interest  and  security  of  the  craft." 

Your  committee,  viewing  with  regret,  the  departure  in  many  of  our 
subordinate  lodges,  as  well  as  in  those  of  other  States,  from  the  ancient 
land-mark^  of  the  order;  and  deeming  it  of  the  utmost  importance,  that. 


a  similarity  in  working  should  be  observed  in  all  lodges  of  Ancient 
York  Masons,  cannot  too  strongly  urge  upon  this  Grand  Lodge  the  ne- 
cessity of  the  proposed  convention.  They  would,  however,  suggest  for 
the  present,  that  the  consideration  of  a  similar  resolution  be  postponed 
until  our  next  annual  communication,  that  the  members  generally,  of  this 
Grand  Lodge,  may  have  time  to  consider  the  propriety  of  its  adoption. 

Your  committee  have  also  had  under  consideration  a  written  commu- 
nication from  liro.  James  Herring,  Grand  Sect'y  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
New  York,  upon  the  subject  of  an  exchange  of  representatives  among 
the  Grand  Lodges  of  the  United  States;  but  forbear  to  make  any  sug- 
gestions-upon  this  subject. 

Your  committee  recommend  that  the  Grand  Secretary  be  directed  to 
reciprocate  the  civilities  ot  the  Grand  Lodges,  by  forwarding  to  each,  a 
copy  of  the  proceedings  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

In  conclusion,  your  committee  finding  it  impossible,  from  want  of 
time,  and  the  number  of  communications,  to  bestow  that  care  and  at- 
tention upon  them,  which  a  faithful  discharge  of  their  duty  required, 
would  respectfully  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed,  to  whom  shall  be 
referred  all  communications  relating  to  foreign  correspondence,  received 
by  this  Grand  Lodge  during  the  year;  which  committee  shall  digest  a 
report  from  said  communications,  and  report  to  the  usual  special  com- 
mittee appointed  on  "  Communication?  from  Grand  Lodges,  and  upon 
miscellaneous  subjects."    All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted,  &c.
